Co llege Scientist Declares 
His Sy stem Can Be 
Used to A l l o w 
Warnings 


Stillwater, Ok la., July 6 <JP)— 
A recognized authority say s tor­ 
nadoes now can be identified and 
track ed across the sk ies—the big 
step in the eventual elimination 
of mass casualties from the swirl­ 
ing, destructive winds. 
A mechanical sy stem of track ­ 
ing the twisters, developed by Dr. 
H. L. Jones of Ok lahoma A. & M. 
College, now can be brought out 
of the laboratory and used to 
w arn those in the path of the on- 
rushing tornadoes. 
For six y ears, Jones has tire­ 
lessly experimented to prove his 
theory that tornado storms radi­ 
ate a certain ty pe of electrical 
charge that mak es them different 
from other storms. 
Until now, Jones has avoided 
building up hopes that tornadoes 
could be tagged and pinpointed. 
But in a progress report made 
public 
today , 
the 
quiet, 
hard 
work ing Jones said he is ready 
to help set up a nationwide sy s­ 
tem when officials authorize it. 
Will Be Up to Others 
However, Jones adds, it will be 
up to the states, federal govern­ 
ment or private business to fi­ 
nance 
track ing 
stations 
which 
would spot the tornadoes as they 
develop and plot their courses so 
towms in their paths could be 
alerted. 
He estimates a station and its 
equipment would cost about $300,- 
000. Six men would be needed to 
man eacfy station. 
The cost 
he say s, would be 
minor compared to the lives and 
property damage such a sy stem 
could 
save. 
For 
the

six 
months of 19 53, tornadoes have 
tak en more than 250 lives. 
Jones has not had time to sur­ 
vey the country to determine how- 
many stations would be needed 
to mak e the warning sy stem ef* 
fective. 
However, rough guesses 
range from 50 to 100.

413 Persons Meet 
Death on Holiday 


(By The Associated Proas) 
Fourth of July weekend, gar­ 
nished with generally good w eath­ 
er, brought fun to millions—but 
violent death to more than 400 
persons. 
The nation’s automobile drivers 
apparently were careful enough to 
beat the National Safety Coun­ 
cil’s prediction that 290 persons 
would die in traffic accidents be­ 
tween 6 p. m. Friday and mid­ 
night Sunday (local time). But 
not by much. 
At least 260 persons died in 
accidents on streets 
and high­ 
ways. Another 121 were drowned, 
and 49 died in miscellaneous ac­ 
cidents. 
The two-day holiday weekend 
toll, 413 lives, was substantially 
smaller than the 643 recorded for 
the three-day Independence Day 
weekend of 1952. Last year, traf­ 
fic accidents claimed 366, drown- 
ings 202, fireworks two and mis­ 
cellaneous 73.

U. S. highways with 50,000,000 o thers like 
it, a car represents a co nstant menace to 
safety. 
To day’s driv ers hav e go t to realize the 
danger. To o many still behav e as if their car 
were a kind o f flo ating liv ing ro o m, 
where 
go o d co nv ersatio n, with plen ty of head - 
turning, is the go al. Or a travelin g picn ic 
gro und, with Daddy taking his eyes o ff the 
ro ad no w and then to reach fo r a sandwich. 
In the 19 53 whilrpo o l o f traffic, driv ing is 
a grim business and no thing else. The Na­ 
tio nal Safety Co uncil says the av erage 
mo to rist makes 20 to 50 decisio ns an ho ur. 
And any wro ng decisio n can be fatal. In 
heav y go ing, a driv er is nev er*mo re than 
o ne seco nd away fro m an accident. 
The man who climbs behind* the wheel 
this summer—o r any o ther time—sho uld 
appro ach his jo b with the same so ber re­ 
spo nsibility that any air-line pilo t do es. The 
hazards he will face are really much greater. 
If he do esn’t want to treat the jo b that 
way, he sho uld stay ho me, o r turn it o v er to 
so mebo dy else who will. 


CHURCHILL’S ILLNESS 
Aneurin Sev an’s left-wing labo rites in 
England hav e been urging Prime Minister 
Churchill to meet with Premier Malenko v 
o f the So v iet Unio n whether the United 
States agrees o r no t. 
But no w Mr. Churchill has been o rdered 
by his do cto rs to take a co mplete rest and 
he wo n’t be engaging in any in tern ation al 
co nferences fo r a while—either in Moscow 
o r Bermuda. 
We do n’t wish anyo ne po o r health. Least 
o f all the redo ubtable and belo v ed o ld states­ 
man o f Britain. But we can’t help o bserv ing 
that his illness co uldn’t be timed better. 
At Bermuda he wo uld .surely hav e put the 
pressure o n President Eisenho wer to o kay a 
fo ur-po wer meeting with Russia. The French 
wo uld hav e backed this play. 
And if Eisenho wer had gen tly but firmly 
po inted o ut that we had no thing to lose in 
any such co nference with the Russian s ex­ 
cept o ur shirts, the temptatio n fo r Churchill 
to “ go it alo ne” in o ne 
last effort to get 
peace in his time would have been almost 
o v erwhelming. 
Bev an’s arguments might no t persuade 
the aged prime minister, but the v isio n o f 
a place in histo ry as the wo rld leader in 
peace, as he was in war, might be the will 
o ’ the wisp to lure Churchill into nego tia­ 
tio ns with the Kremlin.

Let us con sid er these question s poin t by poin t: 
1. The n eutralization ol German y mean s that 
the man power of German y an d her in d ustrial ca­ 
pacity would be at the d isposal n either of NATO 
n or of Soviet Russia. German y is to he an ally 
n either oi the Un ited State’s n or of Soviet Russia. 
Neutralization is usually accompan ied by d is­ 
armin g, except lor a min or gen d armerie essen tial 
to main tain ord er. This was d on e by 
the Paris 
Treaty after World W ar I. But Germany co un­ 
tered by creatin g a gen d armerie of 
o fficers who 
were prepared to take comman d of a citizen’s 
army when Der Tag came. That army was able 
to fight on a multitud e of fron ts for six y ears. In 
effect, it is impossible to d isarm a people who d o 
n ot choose to be d isarmed . 
What guaran tees can Soviet Russia give that 
the Kremlin will n ot arm a Commun ist People’s 
Army as was d on e in Chin a between 1924 an d 
1949 when that army took over the whole coun ­ 
try ? Such an army could be d isguised as a political 
party . Actually there can be n o such guaran tee, 
because in tern alion al Commun ism is a con spira­ 
torial arran gem en t for which Russia, as a state, 
rejects or assumes respon sibility at will. The evi­ 
d en ce in East German y is that that area is bein g 
in tegrated in to the Russian empire. 
2. It is d ifficult to an aly ze what the British 
mean by special relation s between Russia an d the 
satellites. The Lan sin g-Ishii Agreemen t between 
the Un ited States an d Japan recogn ized that 
propin quity justifies special privileges. This con ­ 
cept un d oubted ly prod uced the F ar Eastern phase 
of World W ar II, which an ted ated the European 
phase by eight y ears. 
Polan d is n ow a provin ce of Russia. Ruman ia, 
Hun gary an d Czechoslovakia are movin g toward 
that goal. East German y is con quered territory . 
Chin a is completely d omin ated by the Kremlin in 
the d iplomatic an d econ omic field s. What other 
special relation s would the British in clud e in this 
category ? 
3. The full recogn ition of Commun ist Chin a 
would en d forever the moral authority of the Un it­ 
ed Nation s. For Commun ist Chin a was the aggres­ 
sor in the Korean W ar an d sen t a con querin g 
army in to that territory to fight an d d efeat what 
are called the Un ited Nation s forces. Recogn ition 
of Commun ist Chin a would mean that (he author­ 
ity of the Un ited Nation s to main tain the peace 
has 
been successfully challen ged . A preced en t 
would thus be set for other n ation s. It would be 
like the Japan ese challen ge of the League of Na­ 
tion s over Man churia an d the Italian challen ge over 
Ethiopia. 
Furtherm ore, it would in volve a betray al by the 
Un ited States of an ally , Nation alist Chin a, who 
has stood the test of time. No m atter how it is 
viewed , Chian g Kai-shek d id arrest the on ward 
march of the Commun ist hord es. They have n ot 
succeed ed in con querin g Malay a, In d o-Chin a, or 
Thailan d , all of which were within their reach at 
on e time. The mere presen ce of a Nation alist gov­ 
ern men t on Formosa forced upon the Chin ese 
Commun ists an un expected preoccupation which 
slowed their con quests. 
The Un ited States can n ot d esert Formosa w ith­ 
out 
aban d on in g every 
con tractual 
relation ship 
amon g states. Who trusts a fairweather frien d ? 
4. Korea is boin g "aban d on ed . But for the n oble 
patriotism of the old man , Sy n gman Rhee, ’the 
British plan , on this poin t, would have been a 
complete success. He stood like Horatius at the 
Brid ge an d we had to treat with him. Rhee will go 
d own in history as a n oble character in an ign oble 
age. 
Win ston Churchill’s program is that of a very 
tired man . May be all the world is tired . May be 
every bod y is prepared to throw in the spon ge. Un ­ 
less we are, Win ston Churchill's program ought 
n ot to be a guid e for America.

Redev elo pment o f rundo wn urban areas 
and clearance o f slums pays o ff financially as 
well as in so cial gains. A splendid example o f 
this may be fo und in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl­ 
v ania, where a pro gram o f tearing do wn and 
rebuilding blighted areas has been go ing o n 
fo r the last sev en years. The Pennsylv ania 
Eco no my League recently repo rted that the 
dty o f Pittsburgh has gained o v er $1,778 ,000 
in annual taxes fro m increased v aluatio ns be­ 
cause o f the pro gram. The city scho o l sys­ 
tem receiv ed an additio nal $1,344,000 and 
Allegheny Co unty, in which Pittsburgh is 
lo cated, also gained in rev enue. 
Witho ut redev elo pment the real estate 
v alues wo uld hav e co ntinued to decrease in 
the blighted areas. The pro gress made has 
no t o nly paid o ff in increased rev enue but 
it has attracted new business to Pittsburgh. 
The repo rt o f the Pennsylv ania Eco no my 
League sho uld be o f interest to ev ery co m­ 
munity, large o r small, which is faced with 
the pro blem o f areas deterio rating in ap-

Although n ature has en d owed us with a liver 
that can withstan d much abuse an d much of it can 
be removed without en d an gerin g life, n evertheless, 
on ce it iails to d o even on e ot its several jobs, va­ 
rious sy mptoms occur which must be corrected by 
med icin e, d iet, an d even surgery to remove these 
sy mptoms. 
I have w ritten before oi the various method s of 
learn in g the workin g ability of the liver, on e of 
which is the d y e test which shows whether or n ot 
the liver is filterin g out poison s or wraste prod ucts 
from the blood . 
However, there are other con d ition s such as 
hard en in g of the liver cells an d growths such as 
can cer in which, heretofore, an operation was n ec- 
essary to learn the con d ition ot the liver cells. 
I have w ritten before about the simple surgical 
method ol pun chin g out a small piece of the liver 
by mean s ol a specially d esign ed n eed le.

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DRIVING IS GRIJvT b USINESS 
A lot of us imagine the automobile as a 
wonderful plaything, a shining toy which 
responds magically to the touch of a foot on 
the accelerator pedal, a pull of the hand on 
the wheel. 
Actually, it’s a death-dealing machine if 
not controlled with extreme care. Put on 
U. S. highways with 50,000,000 others like 
it, a car represents a constant menace to 
safety. 
Today’s drivers have got to realize the 
danger. Too many still behave as if their car 
were a kind of floating living room, where 
good conversation, with plenty of head- 
turning, is the goal. Or a traveling picnic 
ground, with Daddy taking his eyes off the 
road now and then to reach for a sandwich. 
In the 1953 whilrpool of traffic, driving is 
a grim business and nothing else. The Na­ 
tional 
Safety Council 
says 
the average 
motorist makes 20 to 50 decisions an hour. 
And any wrong decision can be fatal. In 
heavy going, a driver is neverm ore than 
one second away from an accident. 
The man who climbs behind' the wheel 
this summer—or any other time—should 
approach his job with the same sober re­ 
sponsibility that any air-line pilot does. The 
hazards he will face are really much greater. 
If he doesn’t want to treat the job that 
way, he should stay home, or turn it over to 
somebody else who will. 


CHURCHILL’S ILLNESS 
Aneurin Bevan’s left-wing laborites in 
England have been urging Prime Minister 
Churchill to meet with Premier Malenkov 
of the Soviet Union whether the United 
States agrees or not. 
But now Mr. Churchill has been ordered 
by his doctors to take a complete rest and 
he won’t be engaging in any international 
conferences for a while—either in Moscow 
or Bermuda. 
We don’t wish anyone poor health. Least 
of all the redoubtable and beloved old states­ 
man of Britain. But we can’t help observing 
that his illness couldn’t be timed better. 
At Bermuda he would surely have put the 
pressure on President Eisenhower to okay a 
four-power meeting with Russia. The French 
wrould have backed this play. 
And if Eisenhower had gently but firmly 
pointed out that we had nothing to lose in 
any such conference with the Russians ex­ 
cept our shirts, the temptation for Churchill 
to “go it alone” in one last effort to get 
peace in his time would have been almost 
overwhelming. 
Bevan’s arguments might not persuade 
the aged prime minister, but the vision of 
a place in history as the world leader in 
peace, as he was in war, might be the will 
o* the wisp to lure Churchill into negotia­ 
tions with the Kremlin.

THE BRITISH PROGRAM 
It has buen stated that the British program for 
the easing oí tension with Russia is as follows: 
1. 
The neutralization of Germany. 
2. 
Special relations between Russia and the 
satellites. 
3. 
Full recognition of Red China, and what is 
called recognition of the Asiatic revolution—if Red 
China would show more tact and less aggression 
in bringing it about. 
4. 
Virtual abandonment of Korea under a for­ 
mula. 
Let us consider these questions point by point: 
1. The neutralization of Germany means that 
the manpower of Germany and her industrial ca­ 
pacity Would be at the disposal neither of NATO 
nor of Soviet Russia. Germany is to he an ally 
neither of the United States nor of Soviet Russia. 
Neutralization is usually accompanied by dis­ 
arming, except for a minor gendarmerie essential 
to maintain order. This was done by the Paris 
Treaty after World War I. But Germany coun­ 
tered by creating a gendarmerie of officers who 
were prepared to take command of a citizen’s 
army when Der Tag came. That army was able 
to fight on a multitude of fronts'for six years. In 
effect, it is impossible to disarm a people who do 
not choose to be disarmed. 
W hat guarantees can Soviet Russia give that 
the Kremlin will not arm a Communist People’s 
Army as was done in China between 1924 and 
1949 when that army took over the whole coun­ 
try? Such an army could be disguised as a political 
party. Actually there can be no such guarantee, 
because international Communism is a conspira­ 
torial arrangement for which Russia, as a state, 
rejects or assumes responsibility at will. The evi­ 
dence in East Germany is that that area is being 
integrated into tho Russian empire. 
2. It is difficult to analyze what the British 
mean by special relations between Russia and the 
satellites. The Lansing-Ishii Agreement between 
the United 
States 
and 
Japan 
recognized 
that 
propinquity justifies special privileges. This con­ 
cept undoubtedly produced the Far Eastern phase 
of World W ar II. which antedated the European j 
phase by eight years. 
Poland is now a province of Russia. Rumania, | 
Hungary and Czechoslovakia are moving toward 
that goal. East Germany is conquered territory. 
China is completely dominated by the Kremlin in 
the diplomatic and economic fields. What other 
special relations would the British include in this 
category? 
3. The full recognition of Communist China 
would end forever the moral authority of the Unit­ 
ed Nations. For Communist China was ihe aggres­ 
sor in the Korean W ar and sent a conquering 
army into that territory to fight and defeat what 
are called the United Nations forces. Recognition 
of Communist China would mean that the author­ 
ity of tho United Nations to maintain the peace 
has 
been 
successfully 
challenged. 
A 
precedent 
would thus be set for other nations. It would be 
like the Japanese challenge of the League of N a­ 
tions over Manchuria and the Italian challenge over 
Ethiopia. 
Furtherm ore, it would involve a betrayal by the 
United States of an ally. Nationalist China, who 
has stood the test of time. No m atter how it is 
viewed, Chiang Kai-shek did arrest the onward 
march of the Communist hordes. They have not 
succeeded in conquering Malaya, Indo-China, or 
Thailand, all of which were within their reach at 
one time. The mere presence of a Nationalist gov­ 
ernment on Formosa forced upon 
the Chinese 
Communists an unexpected preoccupation which 
slowed their conquests. 
i 
The United States cannot desert Formosa w ith­ 
out 
abandoning 
every 
contractual 
relationship 
among states. Who trusts a fairvvcather friend? 
4. Korea is being’abandoned. But for the noble 
patriotism of the old man, Syngman Rhee, ‘the 
British plan, on this point, would nave been a 
complete success. He stood like Horatius at the 
Bridge and we had to treat with him. Rhee will go 
down in history as a noble character in an ignoble 
age. _ 
Winston Churchill’s program is that of a very 
tired man. Maybe all the world is tired. Maybe 
everybody is prepared to throw in the sponge. Un­ 
less we are, Winston Churchill’s program ought 
not to be a guide for America.

PAYING PROPOSITION 
Redevelopment of rundown urban areas 
and clearance of slums pays off financially as 
well as in social gains. A splendid example of 
this may be found in Pittsburgh, Pennsyl­ 
vania, where a program of tearing down and 
rebuilding blighted areas has been going on 
for the last seven years. The Pennsylvania 
Economy League recently reported that the 
city of Pittsburgh has gained over $1,778,000 
in annual taxes from increased valuations be­ 
cause of the program. The city school sys­ 
tem received an additional $1,344,000 and 
Allegheny County, in which Pittsburgh is 
located, also gained in revenue. 
Without redevelopment the real estate 
values would have continued to decrease in j ¿any 
the blighted areas. The progress made has

it has attracted new business to Pittsburgh.

LIVEIl SYMPTOMS 
From the standpoint of deaths from disease, the 
death rate for heart and blood vessel disease stands 
first and lias been gradually increasing owing to 
the lengthening of the life span in men and women. 
However, from the standpoint of actual health, the 
diseases of the liver account for much# ill health 
i and unhappiness. This is not to be wondered at 
when we remember that the liver is not only the 
largest organ in the body but docs more jobs than 
any other organ. 
Although nature has endowed us with a liver 
that can withstand much abuse and much of it can 
be removed without endangering life, nevertheless, 
once it fails to do even one of its several jobs, va- 
! rious symptoms occur which must be corrected by 
medicine, diet, and even surgery to remove these 
symptoms. 
1 have written before of the various methods of 
learning the working ability of the liver, one of 
which is the dye test which shows whether or not 
the liver is filtering out poisons or waste products 
from the blood. 
However, there are other conditions such as 
hardening of the liver cells and growths such as 
cancer in which, heretofore, an operation was nec­ 
essary to learn the condition ol the liver cells. 
I have written before about the simple surgical 
method of punching out a small piece of the liver 
by means of a specially designed needle. This small 
surgical' method is called biopsy. 
In “The Journal of t.he American Medical Asso­ 
ciation.” Drs. Victor M. Shorovind and J. M. Blum- 
berg, U. S. Army, give a history of biopsy which, 
first reported in 1895, only came into general use 
in 1940. These physicians make the following com- 
iycnts: Liver biopsy has now been demonstrated 
as a useful tool in the diagnosis and prognosis 
(likely outcome) of liver disease and also to esti­ 
mate the progress of the disease, this method 
should result in material benefit to the patient 
in a wide variety of circumstances. 
What is equally important to physician and 
patient in finding disease and the nature gi disease 
present is that biopsy tells when tho liver is normal. 
When liver biopsy is done in a patient with com­ 
plaints and biological evidences of liver disease and 
yet no evidence of disease is found by biopsy, it 
means that the symptoms are likely to be caused 
by functional 
fmental and emotional)

ances and not by true or organic disease of the 
liver.

Written for NEA Service 
i “While playing two-handed ca­ 
nasta,” writes a Birmingham cor­ 
respondent, "I had two sevens in 
my hand and then picked up a 
black three and a douce. 
(We 
play the two-hand variety in 
which you draw two cards at a 
time.) 
Intending to mold my 
sevens with the deuce, discard my 
black three and then go out, I 
accidentally put the black three 
with the sevens and discarded the 
deuce. 
“My opponent told me on dis­ 
covering this error that I had 
frozen the pile and could not go 
out. 
I told him that inasmuch 
as it was impossible to meld a 
black three with anything else, 
that the error could be corrected. 
I offered to place the deuce with 
my melded sevens and then prop­ 
erly discard the black three. 
“What do the rules say about 
this m atter?” 
The rules say that the discard 
must stand, even though 
your 
meld is illegal. You must 
pick 
up the two sevens and the black 
three and continue the play of the 
hand. 
It’s unfortunate when a player 
makes a careless slip of this kind. 
It always seems that any reason-( 
able opponent would see exactly 
what you meant to do and allow 
it. 
Nevertheless, some players 
stick to all of the rules very 


strictly whether the rules are 
j their favor or against them. 
In the long run. such players 
have fewer arguments than those 
who try to follow sonic rules and 
to disregard others. 
In a sociable game, the penalty 
might be disregarded. 
That is, 
i the player should mold out with 
two sevens and a deuce, discard­ 
ing the black three. In 
a club 
game or in a tournament, how­ 
ever, the regular penalty should 
be applied. 
* * * 
Q In a game of Canasta the 
cards are shuffled and dealt, and 
the first two players make their 
plays. At this time it is discov­ 
ered that a card is under the 
scorepad. 
Nobody knows how 
long the card has been there. 
What should bo done? 
A—All previous scores remain 
as scored and are not at all af­ 
fected by the discovery. In the 
case of this particular hand, the 
card should lie thrown in and the 
same dealer should deal again. 
The general rule is that when 
a missing ca»’d is discovered there 
must be a new deal unless each 
of the four players has completed 
his first play. 
After the first 
complete round of play, the deal 
must stand and the missing card 
is set aside until the next hand.

Washington, July 6 UP)—Rep. 
Condon (D.-Calif.) said today he 
was banned from witnessing an 
atomic test on security grounds 
and, although since cleared, he 
wants to know "just how far is 
the bar in the political climate for 
liberals.” 
All members of Congress were 
invited to witness one of the 
atomic explosions 
conducted 
in 
Nevada last May, and nearly 100 
accepted. Condon said he went to 
Nevada on a special plane with 
other congressmen, and that: 
“The two men I talked to at 
Las Vegas told me I could not see 
the test because of security rea­ 
sons. They said they could tell 
me nothing further, that I would 
have to see Gordon Dean, then 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission (AEC). 
Condon said he was “outraged 
—I didn’t understand what scared 
them.” 
Told It Was ‘Mistake* 
Since returning to Washington, 
Condon continued in an interview, 
he has had two meetings with 
Dean, who retired June 30 as 
AEC chairman. He quoted Dean 
as saying it was “some sort of 
mistake” and that Condon was 
clear to witness further atomic 
tests. 
Nevertheless, Condon said, he 
plans to raise the question on the 
House floor. 
“I am very concerned whether 
any executive agency can control 
the actions of congressmen,” he 
said. 
I also want to raise the issue 
whether hearsay charges which 
the people of my district are fully 
acquainted with can cause me to 
be denied my full rights as a leg­ 
islative 
representative 
and 
just 
how far is the bar in the political 
climate for liberals.” 
Dean could not be reached for 
comment, and AEC sources im­ 
mediately reached said they knew 
nothing of the incident. 
Serving First Term 
Condon quoted Dean as telling 
him the FBI had a report on the 
congressman. Condon said he as­ 
sumed it stemmed from “a re­ 
hash 
of stale political 
charges 
thrown” when he ran for the 
state 
Legislature 
in 
1948 
and 
1950 and when he ran for Con­ 
gress last year. 
The congressman, who is 40, is 


serving

Condon said that during his 
election campaigns, opponents ac­ 
cused him of connections with 
jleftwing organizations. He said he 
was criticized because he served 
with a law firm which represented
